Washington, March 21.—Nearly the 
entire session of the senate was con­ 
sumed by the consideration and final 
vote on the ship subsidy bill, which 
was passed without a division of the 
senate being called for. 
A bill was 
also passed increasing the salaries of 
men employ ed in the life-saving serv­ 
ice. 
The ship subsidy bill pay s to six ­ 
teen-knot vessels ply ing between this 
country and South America, the Phil­ 
ippines, Japan. China and Australasia, 
$4 per mile, the amount awarded by 
the act of 18 9 1 to vessels of twenty 
knots only . 
The bill was amended in 
the senate so that twelve-knot vessels 
will receive $2 per mile, which is the 
allowance under ex isting law' to six ­ 
teen-knot vessels. 
Amendments were 
also adopted providing that if two or 
more lines of steamships ply from At­ 
lantic ports to South America under 
the provisions of the bill, one line 
shall stop at tow ports south of Cape 
Charles, and stipulating that no more 
shall be paid for subsidies than Is re­ 
ceived from ship service by the gov­ 
ernment. 
During

measure Mr. Hale made a spirited plea 
for an aux iliary navy , declaring that 
without aux iliaries our navy is depen­ 
dent upon 
foreign countries, and that 
in case of war we should be helpless. 


Found a Ready Defender. 
More criticism of President Roose­ 
velt was indulged in in the house of 
representatives, when h*» was roundly 
denounced by Mr. Hardwick of Geor­ 
gia. for failing to send to congress all 
information 
regarding 
corporations 
which had come into his possession. 
The president, however, found a ready 
and vigorous defender in Mr. Mann of 
Illinois, who asserted that the presi­ 
dent had acted with the utmost good 
faith in sending to congress all the in­ 
formation that had come to him. 
The 
discussion arose over a resolution by 
Mr. Hardwick to require the president 
to supply the house with all data so 
far obtained by the bureau of corpora­ 
tions. 
The resolution was tabled, 148 
to 115. 
The fortifications appropriation bill 
was taken up and in the course of de­ 
bate upon it. Mr. Bartlett of Georgia 
refuted the claims of the Republicans 
to the credit for authorship of the rail­ 
road rate or Sherman anti trust laws. 
The bill was sidetracked for general 
debate.

Herr Groeber, leader of the Center par­ 
ty , because jeers had c me from this 
division at a statement used by a mem­ 
ber to the effect that negroes also had 
immortal souls. 
The official news agencies are com­ 
pelled. according to their agreements, 
to take down the declarations of the 
ministers 
stenographicaliy . 
These, 
however, are merely supplied to the 
various ministries and officers. 
The 
parliamentary reporters of the news­ 
papers abstained altogether from at­ 
tending the reichstag y esterday , and 
as a result no few'er than twelve dep­ 
uties who had intended to speak on 
the colonial budget withdrew 
their 
names from the president’s list and 
refused to address the house at a time 
when their remarks would not be giv­ 
en publicity . 
The resolution adopted 
by the reporters in which they demand 
apology and fullest retraction for the 
Insult offered them, will be presented 
to the leaders of every party in the 
reichstag in order to bring influence to 
bear to bring about a settlement of the 
Incident.

The desire of the emperor of the Island 
kingdom to piav host to the b ig six­ 
teen was laid b efore Secretary Root 
b y Baron Takahira, the Japanese am ­ 
b assador. 
The Invitation, which was 
couched in moat cordial terms, was 
made the sub ject of extended consid­ 
eration b y President Roosevelt and 
his entire cab inet. 
Secretary Root 
was directed to accept the invitation 
and,|he acceptance was laid b efore the 
Japanese amb assador. 
It Is regarded 
in official circles here as more than j 
likely that China will b e next to b id 
for a look at the fleet, and that should j 
this b e the caae the invitation would 
b e accepted. 
Secretary Metcalf and Admiral Pills- 
b ury, chief of navigation, are arrang­ 
ing the details of the new Itinerary. 
With the exception of China, it is b e­ 
lieved to have b een determined that 
all other Invitations, should any b e re­ 
ceived, will b e declined, for at b est 
the fleet will not he ab le to reach the ] 
Atlantic seab oard b efore the first of 
next March. 
The itinerary which seems to b e 
the most direct includes stops at the 
Hawaiian Islands, Samao, Melb ourne, 1 
Sydney, 
Manila, 
Yokohama—should 
that b e the port selected as the stop­ 
ping place in Japan—possib ly a Chi­ 
nese port, b ack to the Philippines, and 
then home b y way of the Suez canal. 
Japan will have the ships a week, 
according to tentative plans. 
While 
the stop« in foreign ports so far made 
have b e^n on an average of ten days’ 
duration, a part of that time was oc­ 
cupied in taking on coal. 
The accept­ 
ance of the Japanese invitation is re­ 
garded In official circles as of consid­ 
erab le im portance in the way of a 
demonstration of the cordiality exist­ 
ing b etween the American arid Jap­ 
anese governments.

Erection of Buildings H aving Greatest 
Resistance to C o n fla g ra tio n s Needed, 
Says Richard L. Humphrey— Schools 
Two Stories In Height Favored.

“ Her work is as stron g as a m an ’s, an d has in ad d ition , a subtle, in tan gible 
quality exceed in gly rare an d spiritual/' was the gen erous tribute paid by on e 
sculptor gen ius, St. Gaud en s, to his pupil, Miss Helen Farn sworth Mears. 
At an age when most little girls are in terested in d olls an d the man ufacture 
of mud -pies, the little fin gers of this American sculptor were mod elin g in putty, in 
Oshkosh, Wis., her birth-place. 
Before she was n in e, she had mod eled an origin al 
head of Apollo, which was the won d er at the Coun ty Fair where it was exhibited , 
to r a n umber of years subsequen t to this, she exhibited an n ually a mod el of Hope. 
Repen tan ce, or some other allegorical figure, far beyon d what on e could con ceiv e 
the imagin ation of a child would grasp. 
While at the Normal College, her mod elin g at home un d er the kin d ly in spir­ 
ation an d criticism of her father, filled her min d an d heart far more than her regular 
stud ies. 
In 1893, the Milwaukee Women 's Club offered a prize of $500 for the best 
work of art by a Wiscon sin woman to be exhibited at the World s Fair in Chicago. 
Miss Mears' heroic symbolic figure of “ Wiscon sin ," which was later put in marble 
an d olaced in the rotun d a of the State Capitol at Mad ison , captured the prize. 
I his was a sign al triumph for a girl whose en tire profession al art train in g up tc 
that time had l» een on ly a six weeks' experien ce in the Art In stitute in Chicago. 
A year an d a half of stud y un d er St. Gaud en .s in New* York, followed by thn 
years in the best ateliers of Paris un d er Pueseh, Collin s, Merson , Charpen tier, an d 
other famous teachers, broad en ed her min d , in creased her mastery of techn ique 
an d gav e surety an d stren gth to hef imagin ation an d her treatmen t. 
After a 
brief stay un d er the artistic in spiration of Italian skies, Miss Mears was called 
by her old master St. Gaud en s, to assist in his Pari» stud io, but soon after return ed 
to America an d started brav ely on her own work in sculpture in New York. 
Upon her ambitious “ Foun tain of L ife," a larg^* symbolic wall foun tain , 
fourteen feet high an d filled with life-size fig ures. M iss Mears put the best work of 
four years. 
It was exhibited at the St. Louis Fair, receiv in g a place of hon or an d 
was award ed a med al. 
Her most successful statue is that of Fran cis E. Willard in Statuary Hall at 
the Captiol in Washin gton . 
It is more than a mere portrait; it is a soul in terpre­ 
tation , rev ealin g the sweetn ess, stren gth, simplicity an d seren ity of the great 
philan thropist an d ed ucator. 
Amon g Miss Mears’ latest works is an exquisite

same or ev en worse fire traps prev ail in 
ev ery v illago an d town an d in d eed in 
man y of the large cities. 
Ev eu where 
mun icipal laws are supposed to gov ern 
erection of such structures the con d i­ 
tion s are often worse than In Collin ­ 
wood . 
Such calamaties as we hav e 
had the few* mon ths of this year d o 
n ot come as a m atter of surprise to 
an y on e v ersed on the subject. 
The 
on ly surprise is that these catastro­ 
phes d o n ot occur more frequen tly 
througn out this great coun try. 
“The n ewspapers are n ow filled with 
statem en ts mad e by school officials, 
callin g atten tion to the n ecessity of fire 
d rills—that these fire d rills will pre­ 
v en t the loss of life from fire. 
Neces­ 
sary an d excellen t as they are in their 
place, n othin g could be more fallacious 
than such a gen eral proposition . 
W hat 
is n eed ed , as has been repeated ly poin t­ 
ed out, is the erection of structures 
which hav e the greatest resistan ce to 
fire. 
From what I can learn , the fire 
d rill at Collin wood had started , but 
the school build in g was such a flimsy 
tin d er box that the fire trav eled through 
the hallways an d up the stairs faster 
than an y possible fire d rill. 
In such a 
build in g—an d there are man y of them 
—the fire will always win the race ov er 
the fran tic child ren . 
Had the in terior 
of the Collin wood school been reason ­ 
ably fireproof the loss of life would 
hav e l>een v ery much less, aud possi­ 
bly n o liv es would hav e been lost. 
“Laws should be en acted to prohibit 
the erection of an ythin g except a struc­ 
ture of the highest fire resistin g type, 
especially when it is to be used as a 
school, hospital, theater or other struc­ 
ture in which people assemble in large 
n umbers, w ho in the ev en t of a great 
fire, such as happen ed at Collin wood , 
would la» 1o a certain exten t helpless. 
In our hospitals aud public schools it 
would appear un wise to erect struc­ 
tures of more than two stories in 
height. 
In such build in gs, in ad d ition 
to wid e stairways, I would hav e on e 
or two chutes or tul>es lead in g from 
the top story to the groun d . 
These 
Would prov e n ot on ly much safer than 
fire escapes, but also a much more 
rapid mean s of oxlt. 
“The question of the height of build ­ 
in gs an d the character of the in terior 
structures is con tin ually agitatin g pub­ 
lic officials, but commercial in terests 
appear to d omin ate, aud build in gs are 
erected that are kn own n ot to be the 
most safe for the purpose. This con d i­ 
tion pertain s us much to mun icipal 
structures as to an y other class of 
build in gs. 
It Is a fact that the mon ey 
av ailable for schools, hospitals aud 
other mun icipal structures is usually 
in ad equate for the purpose, an d the 
officials In charge, in ord er to keep 
within the appropriation , are forced to 
erect cheap, flimsy build iugs that are 
n ot fireproof. 
“While 
the 
relativ e 
fire 
resistin g 
qualities of fireproof materials are n ot 
yet en tirely established , it is a fact 
that these properties are sufficien tly 
well kn own to permit the erection of 
reason ably fireproof structures. 
Yet 
in the face of all this build in gs are 
con tin ually bein g erected with m ate­ 
rials kn own n ot to possess an ad equate 
resistan ce to fire, an d these build in gs 
are a men ace to the cities in which 
they are erected . 
The city of New' 
York Is full of fire traps, an d it is a 
miracle that a great fire has n ot wiped 
out the greater part of the busin ess 
d istrict 
“The remed y for these con d ition s Is 
n ot In elaborate systems for fightin g 
fire or, say, elal>orate fire d rills, which 
may or may n ot be effectiv ely carried 
out, but In the en actm en t of strict 
mun icipal laws compellin g the erection 
of structures en tirely flreproofed with 
materials of the highest quality an d 
especially in the prev en tion of the 
erection of flimsy structures w here wo­ 
men an d child ren gather In large n um 
bers—as, 
for example, schools, the 
aters, hospitals an d similar build in gs. 
“It Is a m atter of record , born e out 
by in suran ce statistics, that the Un ited 
States spen d s en ormous sums of mou- 
ey in prov id in g equipmen ts for fight­ 
in g fires, while foreigu coun tries spen d 
their 
mon ey 
in 
build in g structures 
which offer the greatest resistan ce tc 
fire."
